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REMARKS 

Claims 30-45 are pending in the subject application. 
Obviousness Type Double Patenting Rejection 

On page 3 of the February 28, 2006 Final Office Action, the 
Examiner rejected claims 30-45 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 15-28 of U.S. Published Application No. 
US 2004/0235940. 

Furthermore, on page 4 of the February 28, 2006 Final Office 
Action, the Examiner rejected claims 30-45 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 12-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,576,659. 

Even further, on page 4 of the February 28, 2006 Final Office 
Action, the Examiner rejected claims 30-45 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 18-31 of U.S. Patent No. 6,828,313. 

In response, applicant, without conceding the correctness of the 
Examiner's rejections, attaches a copy of a Terminal Disclaimer 
in compliance with 37 CFR §1.321 (c) as Exhibit A. Applicant also 
attaches the required fee of ONE HUNDRED THIRTY DOLLARS 
($130.00) set forth in 37 CFR §1. 20(d). The attached Terminal 
Disclaimer overcomes the obviousness-type double patenting 
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rejections of claims 30-45 of the subject application over 
claims 15-28 of U.S. Published Application No. US 2004/0235940; 
claims 12-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,576,659; and claims 18-31 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,828,313. Accordingly, the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejections of claims 30-45 should be withdrawn.
